Since then she 
has borne a child and now lives 
in New York. 

The State Department said it 
assumed that the Stokes seizure 
was in connection with “fantastic” 
charges of espionage made by the 
Reds last June and categorically 
denied at the time. 


On June 18, 1949, the North 
China news agency reported un- 
der a Mukden dateline that a 
huge spy ring was operating in 
Manchuria, and that the United 
States consulate was _ involved,

Australia Sends Protest to Pei- 
ping in Angus Ward Case. 
CANBERRA, Nov. 26 (UP)— 
Foreign Minister H. V. Evatt an- 
nounced today that Australia has 
protested to the Chinese Commu- 


nist government against the de- 
tention of Angus Ward, United 
States Consul General in Mukden. 

“In a message to the Chinese 
Communists in Peiping,” he said, 
“Australia asked that all facili- 
ties be granted for Ward’s return 
to America. The Reds’ action in 
retaining Ward should be criti- 
cized in the strongest possible 
terms.” 

Australia’s action followed an 
appeal by United States Secretary 
of State Dean Acheson to 30 na- 
tions, including Russia, to take 
concerted action in protesting 
against the detention of Ward 
and other consular officials.

“If we didn’t 
clear those wires by four or more 
feet I’ll eat your bonnet.” 

“It’s no place for a novice to 
land under the weather conditions 
we had tonight,” he added.

Senator Byrd Replies 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your editorial, “Mr. Byrd's Favor- 
ite Theme,” you said: “Like an old 
phonograph record, Senator Byrd goes 
on talking about his favorite theme— 
Zovernment economy—but he never 
seems to get down to cases.” In the 
very speech from which you quote, I 
cited the case of socialism in England, 
and listed the milestones we have 
passed in our own march toward state 
Socialism. I shall be glad to supply the 
documentation, and if you should not 
choose to accept my documented con- 
clusions I invite your attention to: 


1. Dr. Edwin G. Nourse, who, on Oct. 
18, said: “I am not happy either when’ 
] see government slipping back into 
deficits as a way of life in a period 
when production and employment are 
high, instead of putting its fiscal house 
in order and husbanding reserves to 
support the economy if less prosperous 
times overtake us.” 

2. James F. Byrnes. who, on June 18, 
Said: “We are going down the road to 
statism. Where we will wind up, no 
one one tell, but if some of the new pro- 
fZrams seriously proposed should be 
adopted, there is danger that the indi- 
vidual—whether farmer, worker. manu- 
facturer, lawver, or doctor—will soon 
be an economic slave pulling an oar 
in the galley of the state.” 

3. Gen. Eisenhower who, on June 2, 
said: “In the vears ahead of vou grad- 
uates, the fundamental struggle of our 
time mav be decided—between those 
who would further apply to our daily 
lives the concept of individual free- 
dom and equality: and those who would 
subordinate the individual to the dic- 
tates of the state.” 

4. Herbert Hoover who. on Aug. 10. 
said: “Along this road of spending, the 
Government either takes over, which 
is socialism, or dictates institutional and 
economic life. which is fascism.”

You next sav in vour editorial] that 
¢xamination will show that peacetime 
deficit spending has accounted for onlv 
a small fraction of the federal debt. I 
have never disputed the fact that a 
great part of the present debt repre- 
sents the cos’ of World War II. This is 
the first reason why in peace. with no 
urgent emergency in sight. we should 
devote ourselves to curtailing the debt 
so our position will be sound when 
emergency deficits are required. 

Instead, we are steadily increasing 
that part of the debt not attributable to 
war costs. Last year we added nearlv 
two billion dollars to the federal debt: 
this year we are increasing it at the 
rate of from five to eight billion. 

Next in vour editorial vou say monev 
spent to provide emplovment and for 
other peacetime purposes has been 
bread cast on the waters which mav 
be recoverable and that I ignore such 
distinctions. In view of current de- 
mands on the labor force, there is no 
occasion for the Federal Government to 
provide work to the tune of deficits run- 
ning from two billion to 10 billion dol- 
lars a year. I have never opposed fed- 
eral assistance to people in need, and 
T certainly do make a very clear dis- 
tinction between humanitarian assist- 
ance and political pap.

As to federalized housing, we have 
been appropriating federal money for 
housing for more than 10 vears, and 
very little additional wealth is discern- 
ible. Today the housing problem is 
more acute than it was when the hous- 
ing pipeline was first hitched to the 
federal treasury more than a decade 
ago. The medical program will be paid 
for in taxes, but I have yet to find 
anyone who will sav that the English 
are either happier or richer than thev 
were before their flight into this type 
of socialized welfare. 

In conclusion your editorial asks what 
T would do about the 15 billion dollars 
for national defense. the huge sums bhe- 
ing paid as veterans’ benefits, the five 
billion interest on the debt, and other 
sums which vou describe as vitally es- 
sential to the functioning of the Fed- 
eral Government. I have analyzed 
every item in the 1300-page budget 
document submitted by the President. 

Let me specifically answer your ques- 
tions as to national defense, veterans 
and debt service. 

The military establishment is still 
employing one civilian for every two 
men in uniform. At the war peak it 
was getting along all right with one 
civilian for each five men in uniform. 
I would reduce the 3.5 billion civilian 
payroll by at least a half-billion dollars. 
On the basis of testimony by former 
Secretary Royall, Secretary Symington 
and the Hoover Commission, another 
billion could be saved by efficient uni- 
fication of the armed services. 

The Veterans Administration is em- 
ploying one person for each 70 vet- 
erans of all wars, whether they are re- 
ceiving any payments, pensions, bene- 
fits, etc., or not. This billion-dollar 
payroll could be cut by a third. 

As to what I would do about interest 
on the debt, there is only one answer. 
That is, reduce the debt.

The Paradox of Food 


What hope is there of bringing hunger and 
food surpluses together throughout the world, 
now that the United States has rejected the food 
bank plan of the UN Food and Agriculture Or- 
ganization? The United States remains virtually 
the sole hope. 

In rejecting the food bank idea, and thus 
making it impracticable for all the other nations, 
this country has reasons which seem to the 
Administration good enough. But at the same 
time this country assumes an increased responsi- 
bility to do something on its own account, since 
it will not act jointly with the other nations. 

Why is the United States rejecting a proposal 
which on the face ot it looks so plausible—a sort 
of modern version of the food pool which Joseph 
set up for Pharaoh in the Bible story? Adminis- 
tration officials are afraid the plan would run 
the poorer countries still farther into debt, 
soften their currencies still more, defer the day 
when they could strike a balance of trade, 
prompt them to curtail their normal food pur- 
chases, lead to a two-price system, and other- 
wise dislocate international trade. They also 
doubt that Congress would approve a plan which 
Jet other nations control a food pool which wouid 
have to come 90 to 98 per cent from the United 
States. 

Why, in rejecting the FAO plan, is the United 
States under a heavy obligation to come up with 
one of its own? Having more food than it con- 
sumes, it cannot afford to hog it. - It can't af- 
ford.to dump it on world markets at cut-throat 
prices, either—that way lies trade war and even- 
tually chaos in world markets.

Prospects are, according to the crop experts, 
that surpluses are going to glut the home mar- 
ket increasingly, beginning about a year and a 
half from now. There-are several reasons for 
it. Farm exports are about double prewar and 
have increased every vear since the war ended, 
until they are now 29 per cent of all United 
States exports and 16 per cent of all United 
States tood distribution 

At the same time, otner countries are reduc- 
ing their imports of United States farm products 
because they don’t have the dollars, they have 
devalued their own currencies, they are getting 
back to normal crop production, their Marshall 
plan food imports are diminishing, and they are 
capture markets 
themselves. 

So for hard-headed self-interest as well as to

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Peron's New Press Terror 

President Peron’s “investigation” of Argentine 
newspapers and United States news agencies in 
Buenos Aires is cloaked with the trappings of 
democracy, but its methods are those of police 
state terrorism. 

The Argentine Congress unquestionably has a 
right to make an inquiry into charges that these 
organizations were paid to fight Peron’s presi- 
dential candidacy in 1946. 

It is investigation by dictatorship, however, 
for Peron’s majority on the congressional com- 
mittee of inquiry to act without so much as con- 
sulting with the minority members. 

It is investigation by dictatorship to seize the 
business offices and put auditors to work there 
instead of subpenaing the records by orderly 
process of law. 

The net result of Peron’s new blitzkrieg 
against a free press in Argentina will be to set 
up new intimidations, however empty the claims 
of bribery prove to be. 

It is a proud boast of the Peronistas that 


when Peron took office as President 90 per cent 
of the newspapers in the country were against 
him and now 90 per cent are for him—ie., 
afraid to speak out against him. 

Through such high-handed and _ terroristic 
methods as those just begun, they may have it 
in mind to improve the percentage to 100. 
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The Earnings Tax Exposed 

The Missouri Legislature’s action on the St. 
Louis earnings tax has been unsatisfactory but 
revealing. Though the bill before the Senate 
would hardly solve the city’s deficit, it exposes 
serious cuestions of economic justice. 

Curtiss A. Betts reports that the Senate Ways 
and Means Committee reported out a measure 
to enable St. Louis to continue its flat tax of 
one-half of 1 per cent on earnings. However, 
the committee added an exemption on the first 
$2090 of income. Mr. Betts observes: 

No. statistics are available as to the 
amount of municipal revenue which would 
be produced if the $2000 exemption is es- 
tablished, but the reduction would be so 
great that the city’s income would be sub- 
stantially reduced. , 

This loss of revenue would be a blow to St. 
Lonis. The present tax will produce about 
$8.000,000 this year, and even that apparently 
may not answer a growing deficit. But with or 
without statistics, the faults of the flat earnings 
tax should be obvious 

The tax is unfair, If a $2000 exemption would 
reduce revenue drastically, then it follows that 
much of the tax is paid on small incomes. In 
effect, it soaks the poor 

Every citizen.should bear some share of the 
cost of citizenship, but his share should be ac- 
cording to his means. <Anv levy that depends so 
largely on small incomes wili produce less monev 
than it should \. tax based on ability to pay 
would tap new sources of revenue

Negatively, it needs to be understood, first 0! 
all, that this was not a Communist promotion. 
The Red unions merely joined in a demonstra- 
ion called bv the Workers’ Force. the antt- 
Communist trade unionists who vote for mid 
die-of-the-road candidates. 

More or less in désperation, these are again 
calling the French Government's attention to 
the postwar wage freeze which, in the face otf 
steadily rising prices, has dropped the workers’ 
living standards lower and lower. It Is true 
that French agriculture and industry have made 
a considerable recovery. The industrialists, as 
Marquis Childs points out, have even reverted 
to their old habit of investing their profits 
abroad—in Switzerland and the United States 

This does not make the so-called average man 
very happy. And his troubles have been in- 
creased bv devaluation, that highly questionable 
financial remedy. For the French worker, 1 
has meant a still wider gap between wages and 
prices. He wants something done about this 

That is what he is saying in his 24-hour work 
stoppage. This is the real trouble behind the 
continuing crisis in France, the problem with 
which the Bidault Government must grapple. 
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Shocking and Persistent 

When George C. Smith says crime conditions 
here are “shocking,” St. Louls may as well be 
frank about it. These conditions have . been 
shocking for a long time. 

The president of the St. Louis Chamber of 
Commerce notes that nearly 50 per cent of all 
those who pleaded guilty during the first four 
months of the year did so on reduced charges. 
Obviously many criminals who should have been 
sent to prison wound up with lighter work- 
house sentences. 

This is one of the oldest weaknesses in prose- 
cution. ‘The rate of reduced charges was even 
greater in 1946, when the Comptroller's office 
stated that the practice was costing taxpayers 
more than $100,000 a year by jamming the City 
Workhouse. 

The entire field of prosecution, and the facil- 
ities for it, have long needed revision. Criminal 
dockets are jammed. The statutes themselves 
are archaic, and have been changed little in 
a half-century. 

Mr. Smith’s Crime Commission has a major 
job ahead of it. What is needed is a program 
to assure that these shocking conditions do not 
persist tor another generation or two.

An estimated 102,000 shivering 
Spectators that included President 
Truman and Viscount Montgom- 
ery were in attendance. 

A bright sun was unable to lift 
the temperatures much above 
the high 30s. A northwest wind 
angled across the field. Gusts 
reached an estimated 20 miles an 
hour. 

The President, like the majority 
of the fans, didn’t take his seat 


until just before the corps of ca- 
dets and the brigade of Mid- 
Sshipmen marched onto the field 
promptly at noon, an hour and a 
half before game time. 

He sat in an open box on the 
90-yard line directly behind the 
Army bench. In his own interpre- 
tation of the unification program.

Despite below-freeding 
tures of last night, the turf was 
not frozen. But it was so cold 
that a special kitchen was set up 
underneath the stands to keep the 
presidential hot dogs at the cor- 
rect temperature.

As the Cadet corps marched 
onto the field, the Army flag on 
the rim of the sfadium and @di- 
rectly behind the seated midship- 
men ‘“mvsteriously” slipped to 
half mast. 

The Middies greeted the future 
generals with two huge banners. 
One read, “Welcome to the big 
leagues,” apparently to reference 
‘to Army’s much weaker schedule. 
The other asked “How was the 
turkey this week?” This referred 
to the rmy’s explanation last 
vear., after the surprising 21-21 
tie, that many of the Cadet play- 
ers were suffering from a mild 
food poisoning after eating a de- 
laved Thanksgiving dinner. 

This vear, as last. Army comes 
into its traditional game without 
a defeat. Navy, with a much 
sterner program, won three, lost 
four and tied mighty Tulane. The 
Cadets have not been beaten in 
their last 19 games. 

The Army players appeared 
first on the field, followed imme- 
diately by the Navy athletes.

The 181 total reported an 
Associated Press survey includes 
123 killed in traffic accidents and 
58 otherwise. 

The 58 include victims of fires. 
plane crashes, shootings, falls, 


hunting accidents and 14 killed 
in Alabama tornadoes between 6 
p.m. Wednesday and midnight 
Thursday. 

The 181 figure is the highest in 
Associated Press Thanksgiving 
day records. The previous high 
was 128 in 1947. The traffic death 
toll surpassed the 1941 Thankszgiv- 
ing record of 115 persons killed 
on the highways. Last vear 114 
were killed on Thanksgiving. in- 
cluding 86 in traffic accidents. 

The average traffic death toll 
in a 24-hour period, based on 
National Safety Council records 
for the first nine months of 1949, 
is 82. That includes deaths of per- 
sons who were injured but died 
some time later. Thus the 123 
total for the 30-hour Thanksgiv- 
ing period is 50 per cent greater. 

Ned H. Dearborn, president of 
the National Safety Council, said 
this year’s death count is “‘addi- 
tional evidence that our holidays 
are becoming horror days.”

Layoffs by railroads and 
power plants dependent on coal 
reduced employment by another 
90,000. 

A drop of 300,000 in the manu- 
facturing industries was almost 
entirely due to the steel strike. 

Accumulation of substantial in- 
ventories of both coal and steel 
before the strikes resulted in 
‘some shutdowns of fabricating 
plants. 

A drop of about 25,000 was re- 
ported in automotive, shipburd- 
ing and railroad equipment indus- 
tries. 

The bureau said that even after 
allowance for the effect of the 
steel strike, employment in the 
durable goods division as.a whole 
was about a million below the 
level of October 1948. 

Although the non-durable goods 
regained all of the employment 
lost of the first seven months of 
(1949, they are about 200,000 be- 
low the level of a year ago.

Since his conviction, Morelli 
had won five stays ot. execution 
by the courts and Gov.

VERYBODY has a favorite 
E cake. Maybe it’s the kind our 

mothers baked for us as chil- 
dren, or it may be one we dis- 
covered by chance the first time 
we could choose samples from 
several cakes and compare quali- 
ties. Judging cakes at county or 
state fairs or tasting different 
ones at church and social affairs 
affords us a grand opportunity 
to become more discriminating in 
our cake preferences. At such 
functions, the prettiest cakes 
often are sampled very sparingly 
while those less pretentious in ap- 
pearance are eaten down to the 
last crumb. 

This last kind of cake is the 
one homemakers should aspire to 
make. Naturally cake that dis- 
appears fast delights the palate. 
The combination of flavors in 
both cake and icing is very ap- 
pealing. The cake is also moist, 
fine grained, smooth textured and 
so is the icing. In fact, an icing 
that is moist enough to require 
that the cake be eaten with a 
fork is always preferred to a 
stiff icing which often becomes 
sugary and hard after standing 
for a short while. 

A soft jelly-like filling between 
layers helps to retain the desired 
moist quality and it also provides 
interesting contrast in texture 
and color with the cake. 

Silver White Cake. 

Two cups cake flour, *two and 
one-half teaspoons baking pow- 
der, one-fourth teaspoon salt, one 
and one-fourth cups sugar, one- 
half butter or shortening, three- 
fourths cup milk, one teaspoon 
vanilla, three egg whites, un- 
beaten. 

*Sulfate phosphate (double ac- 
tion) type. Use three and one- 
fourth teaspoons tartrate. 

Be sure that all ingredients are 
at room temperature. Sift flour 
measure and resift three times 
with baking powder, salt and 
sugar, the last time into the large 
mixer bowl. Add the butter and 
one-half cup of the milk. Stir 
with a spoon to blend. Then beat 
two minutes with electric beater 
using low speed or by hand with 
a wooden spoon. Scrape sides 
and bottom of bowl twice during 
beating. Add remaining one- 
fourth cup of milk, vanilla and 
egg whites and beat for two more 
minutes. Turn into two 8-inch 
layer cake pans, bottoms lined 
with thin, plain paper. Bake at 
375 degrees F. (moderate) 25 to 
30 minutes or until cake tests 
done. Let cool in pan five min- 
utes, then remove from pans 
onto cake racks to cool thor- 
oughly. Spread lemon filling be- 
tween layers and on top if de- 
sired. (Ten servings). 

Lemon Jelly Filling. 

One teaspoon butter. 

One cup sugar. 

Two and one-half tablespoons 
flour. 

One-eighth teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth cup lemon juice. 

One egg, beaten. 

Grated rind of two lemons (five 
teaspooons, lightly packed.) 

Melt butter in a saucepan. 
Combine sugar, flour and salt 
thoroughly, then stir in lemon 
juice and egg, and add to butter 
in saucepan. Cook over medium 
heat until mixture comes to a 
boil and is smooth and thickened. 
Stir constantly to keep from 
sticking. Remove from heat and 
add lemon rind. Cool before 
spreading on cooled cake. Makes 
enough to fill between two 8-inch 
layers. 

Butter Cream Frosting. 

One-fourth cup butter. 

Two cups sifted sugar, packed 
firmly. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Two tablespoons cream or top 
milk. 

One tablespoon fondant. 

Cream butter until very soft 
and smooth; then add sugar grad- 
ually, creaming thoroughly.

Since East was not so soft- 
hearted as to lead a heart through' 
his partner’s king, North (declar- 
er) was not happy at his grand 
slam in no-trump! On East's ac- 
tual lead_of a diamond, North 
could never get into the dummy 
for the heart finesse, and thus 
had to acknowledge defeat. 

It was more or less natural for 
North to go all-out on ‘his holding 
and reach a grand slam, after 
South had shown some strength 
by responding to the opening two- 
bid with something other than 
two no-trump, and then had not 
only rebid his hearts, but, over 
North’s five-no-trump call (Black- 
wood), had shown a king by 
answering with six diamonds. It 
was not logical, however, for 
North to take a double risk with 
the hand—first, to bid any grand 
slam without assurance that South 
had the king of hearts; and sec- 
ond, to insist on either a no- 
trump or a diamond contract. 

Once North decided to play for 
the limit number of tricks, the 
least he could do was to select 
the contract which might be 
brought home even if South's 
announced king happened to be 
in spades rather than in hearts! 
Obviously that contract was seven 
hearts! With South playing the 
hand at hearts, he would have the 
tremendous advantage of being 
able to ruff a diamond for entry 
to his own hand, and then being 
able to take the heart finesse.
